OST farmers establish new seedings 
M of forage crops with companion crops 

of small grains such as oats, barley, 
or wheat harvested as grain. In Wisconsin, 
for example, between 80 and 90 per cent of 
the small grain acreage has a seeding of 
forage crops made with it. 

Certainly it is misleading, however, to 
call these “nurse” crops when they are har- 
vested for grain. Very often they are more 
harmful than beneficial in establishing a 
trong and uniform new seeding of forage 
crops 

Lodging, excessively heavy growths, and 
extreme shading by the small grain crop are 
very detrimental. In late summer or fall, 
heavy volunteer growths from _ shattered 
grain at harvest time are also harmful 

If drouth prevails, small grains may also 
injure the new seeding because the grains, 
with their more quickly-developed root sys- 
tems, have a decided competitive advantage 
over the new seeding for whatever soil mois- 
ture may be available. 

When small grains mature, they use near- 
ly twice as much moisture in the heading 
and ripening stages as they do in develop- 
ing through the boot stage of growth. This 
greater demand on available moisture comes 
at a critical stage in the establishment of 
the new forage seeding. 

Stands of new seedings often are also re- 
duced because of excessive amounts of straw 
left on the field following combining. In 
addition, new seedings are killed out under 
shocks when they stand too long before 
threshing. 


Hay produces most feed... 

The hay crop is the biggest single crop in 
our dairy state of Wisconsin. It contributes 
more to the total feed requirements or pro- 
duction than any other crop. In 1955 the 
hay crop produced one-third more total di 
gestible nutrients (T.D.N.) than the corn 
crop and two and one-half times as much 
T.D.N. as the oat crop. To safeguard the 
production of this most important feed crop, 
it is extremely important that we establish 
strong, healthy stands of new seedings of 
forage crops each year. 

Good, thick, vigorous stands of new seed- 
ings not only produce increased tonnages, 
but also a higher-quality feed. This high 
quality results from the finer stems and 
more leaves than are obtained from thin and 
spotted stands

Select good location 


The first. consideration in locat- 
ing a well is to choose a site 
where the slope or drainage is 
away from the well if possible 
A high, well-drained site is al- 
ways desirable Next your well 
hould be located as far away as 
practical from possible sources of 
contamination The standard 
Grade A milk ordinance and code 
requires that the well be located 
not less than 50 feet from any pif 
privy, septic tank, cesspool, seep 
ige pit, subsurface sewage-disposal 
field, or accumulated manure; 10 
feet from floor drains, soil pipe, 
main drain, or other pipe, which 
is directly connected to a storm, 
or a sanitary ewe! and 10 feet 
from pits or unfilled space below 
rround-surtace level. This require- 
ment shall not apply to a residen- 
tial basement which may be locat- 
ed closer than 10 feet to a driven 
or drilled well 

In addition some well codes re- 
quire the well to be located at 
least 50 feet from livestock and 
poultry yards and silos and 25 feet 
from a tile milk house drain, tile 
sewer, water tight grease trap, or

septic tank sewers, privies, and 
forth, than the above are usually 
not desirable. Waste waiter from 


these sources often contains chem 


icals which hasten the corrosion 
of the well casing. Prematurely 
corroded well casings permit con 
taminated surface water to drain 
into the well and contaminate the 
water supply. 

Insure safe water. . 

Proper well location is not 
enough. Wells must also be prop 
erly constructed to insure i ate 
water supply The constructior 
methods followed by a well drills 
in developing a water supply will 
depend on the type of well and 
the nature of the soil formations 
in the area where the well is lo 
cated. A brief consideration of the 
most important items for drilled 
driven, and dug wells is in order 

Drilled wells should be cased 
with standard weight casing. Six 
inch casing will have a_e wall 
thickness of 2ZB0 Oinch Smaller 
well casing will have a_ thinner 
wall, while larger casing will have 
a thicker wall, The depth of the 
well casing will vary with the na 
ture of the soil formations: but it 
general it should be a minimum of 
40 feet The well casing should 
also be properly grouted in place 
to seal the casing into the ground 

A driven-point well will usually 
be all right if the drive point 
screen is down far enough. If it 
too near the surface the water 
may not have filtered through a: 
adequate depth of soil to make it 
safe. The proper depth wil! ’ 
with the type of soil Thirty feet 
of pipe above the top of the 
screen will generally be sufficient 
to insure a safe supply of water 
from this type of well 

Most dug wells are less desir 
able from a sanitary standpoint 
than are drilled or driven wells 
This is particularly true when the 
dug well does not have a water- 
tight curbing, to prevent contam 
inated surface water from entet 
ing the well. Either a reinforced 
poured concrete curbing or a steel 
well casing should be used, These 
should be extended down to a 
point below the “vertical zone of 
contamination This zone is the 
depth of soil formation below the 
ground surface through which sur 
face waters may travel downward 
through natural or man-made 
openings, and thereby contan 


inate the ground wate: 

The depth of this zone varie 
with the type of soil In clay 
soils, 12 feet is considered mini 
mum depth, and in sand or gravel 
soils, 20 feet is considered mir 


mum depth. 
Meet minimum standards . . 


If the construction of your we 


does not comply with some of the 
ibove iterns you should see your 
well drilling contractor He wi 
be able to reconstruct your drilled 


driven, or dug well so that it will 
meet the minimum standards, and 
thus comply with milk market re 
quirements some tates require 
the registration of well drilling 
contractors.

Using odds and ends of lumber 
they had on hand, John and Steve 
Horvath LaPorte County Ind 
built this hay feeder in one day 
The dimensions of the feeder (i 
will feed 16 animals at once) is 9 
feet wide by 19 feet 6 inches 
long It is 5 feet, 4 inches tall 
plus the roof 
The bottom of\the V feeding hole 
prevents the animals from pulling 
feeder thar 


more hay out of the 
they can stuff into their mouth 

John Horvath said the feeder is 
loaded with round bales about 
once a week. They are pitched in 
one of the end feeding V's which 
was made a little larger 

Mounted on skid log the bot- 
tom and side frames of the feeder 
are made with 2- by 4-inch board 
Two- by 6-inch boards were used 
for the top 

A miscellaneous assortment of 1 
inch boards was used for ides 

The V-openings were made from 
2x48 which flared to a width of 26 
inches at the top The width of 
the bottom is 9 inches 

The roof frame was made with 
2x4's and covered with roof sheet 
ing. The distance from the feeder 
frame to top of roof is 24 inche

The producer organizations from 


the New York market, who are 
proponents for a market pool for 
Vhiladelphia, demand that a pool 


be put here in order that Federal 
Order 61 may absorb some of the 
surpluses now in their market. 

“The witness for our two Phila- 
delphia proponent buyers, desiring 
a market pool for this market, 
claims to want it on the grounds 
that it will increase the stability 
of the market and be in the inter- 
est of producers 

“The Federal Marketing Agree- 
ment Act, however, says not one 
word about it being a function of 
milk regulation to create equal 
prices for competing plants. Nei- 
ther does it give the slightest in- 
timation that it is the function of 
one market to absorb some of the 
surpluses of another market. And 
surely it becomes unusual for a 
handler representative to base his 
case on the ‘interest of producers.’ 


“The facts of the business are 
that a market pool tends to draw 
surpluses of milk into it which a 
handler pool does not. And it is 
these surpluses, created by the 
market pool, which bring about the 
other disparities about which the 
outsiders complain. 

“The philosophy in the handler 
pool is just the opposite to that of 
a market pool. In a handler pool 
a buyer purchases only the milk 
he needs or can use in his system, 
or can competitively secure at the 
price which his blend and utiliza- 
tions enable him to buy. When he 
engages in the manufacturing busi- 
ness to such an extent that his 
utilizations decline beyond a cer- 
tain point, he finds it difficult to 
secure milk and this acts as an 
automatic control against him

“He also is faced with the prob- 
lem of quality. The higher his 
blend price, the higher quality of 
milk can he secure and the more 
evenly can he demand that it be 
produced. Under our system, the 
incentive is to keep the utilizations 
high, the quality high, and the pro- 
duction reasonably level. 

“The New York proponents com- 
plained that we did not have 
enough milk in the Philadelphia 
market. That was one of their rea- 
sons for wanting to share some of 
their surplus with us. The one lo- 
cal proponent witness, who lives 
and works in the market, stated 
that there was a sufficient amount 
of milk in the market and that 
what we needed was not a loose 
pool, as the New York people pro- 
posed, but rather a tight one. 

“To create a tight pool is one 
thing but to keep a pool tight is 
something else again, conditions be- 
ing as they are around us. And it 
requires more imagination than I 
possess to conceive of Philadelphia 
being able to maintain, for longer 
than a season, any such virtuous 
type of market pool. 

“In a market pool one has a 
market pool ... period! And with 
a market pool, regardiess of how 
tight the initial provisions may be, 
there is nothing to prevent any 
handler who wants to expand his 
manufacturing aperations in the 
milkshed from bringing in all the 
supplies he can possibly get into 
his vats and doing this without 
encountering any producer price 
competition whatever from the 
highest utilization buyer in his area 
His price is the same regardles 
of how low his utilizations may go 
and, delightfully for him, this price 
comes out of the pockets of the 
producers serving the higher utili 
zation buyers 

“The only fiy in the ointment is 
that that price, inevitably goes 
down for everyone. Also, it not 
the dealers’ ointment, but the pro 
ducers’ ointment in which one finds 
the fly. 

“The philosophies of the two sy: 
tems of marketing are completely 
different. In the handler pool there 
is always the incentive of price and 
quality to preserve the market. In 


the market pool there is neither 
The handler pool, in essence, is 
much closer to an individualistic 


business than the market poo! 

“As a matter of fact one of the 
New York witnesses mentioned the 
beneficial aspects of a market pool 
from a seciological standpoint, on 
the obvious theory, of course, that 
every man should have a part of 
the market, and, by the same tok 
en, a piece of the money, regard- 
less of whether the market needed 
him of not. 


‘The handler pool imple, it 
lacks intricacy and, in it final 
analysis, all our handler pool orde: 


does is to say that if dealer A 
wants to buy milk he can buy as 
much or as little of it as he can 
get at the prices established or the 
blend price he is able to pay | 
on his utilizations. To all intents 
and purposes, that is all there is 
except that he is required to pay 
the same prices for his milk as 
those paid by any other handler in 
the sales area 

“Our Federal Order 61 has op- 


ised 


erated on this basis of simplicity 
since 1941 It has been volved in 
only one lawsuit during that time 


over the years, it has give 
satisfaction, through simplicity of 
operation, to the producers and 
the handlers in the market 

“It seems to me that the optimum 
which the most altruistic propo- 
nent of market pooling could a 
complish in this market, through 
the application of a whole series « 
intricate, arbitrary, and artificia! 
gimmicks, would be considerably 
less than what we already have 
with our present, simple handler 
pool type of order. And I am sure 
that, in a short time, everybody's 
price would be below that of the 
lowest dealer we now have in Phil- 
adelphia. THE END

COW HAS “TEAT SPIDER” 


I have a cow with a “spider” in 
the end of her teat. What can be 
done for this condition? 


Cochrane, Wisconsin A. W. 


So-called “spiders” on the end of 
the teat are often the result of in- 
jury and infection. A_ thickening 
of the tissues around that entrance 


occurs which often makes milking 
difficult. The scab may be touched 
with a drop of tincture of iodine 


or other suitable disinfectant to 
destroy the infection. 

To correct the difficult milking 
it is best to have your veterinarian 
cut the sphincter muscle in several 
places. This operation is best per- 
formed preceding milking so that 
one or two squirts of milk may be 
squeezed out at intervals of an 
hour. 


REPLACES EVERTED UTERUS 


A correspondent, H. R. M., of Ft. 
Wayne, Ind. many moons ago 
sought your advice on eversion of 
the uterus. He mentioned that a 
10-year-old cow of his cast her 
womb at freshening and his veteri- 
narian suggested he discontinue 
breeding her unless she was highly 
valued. 

Our cow has habitually everted 
her uterus several times prior to 
and after calving for the past cight 
years. Our stockman (an African, 
supervising some 250 Jersey cows 
and calves) has persistently re- 
placed this organ with great care 
and has put a few gut stitches in 
the vulva, which have naturally 
been severed prior to calving. 

Nelly 8 was born in May 1942, 
so she is already over 14 years old, 
has produced 11 calves, and is due 


to calve again shortly. She has al- 
ready produced 87,746 pounds milk 
and 4,703 pounds butterfat and she

Fatal doses of arsenic vary great- 
ly with the condition of the ani 
mal and the form in which it is 
taken into the digestive system 
An animal accustomed to small 
amounts of arsenic can have the 
dosage considerably increased 580 
that its tolerance is much greater 
than an animal who has not been 
receiving it 

According to the 
fatal dose for a cow varies from 14 
to 28 grams. Usually when death 
is due to arsenic poisoning, the 
sutopsy reveals a hemorrhagic con
